The American people haven't yet quite caught the full im 
pact of the tax program which President Truman is trying to 
hammer through Congress. 
When they do, a great many of them are going to wondet 
whether it is worth while to keep on working, since so huge .1 
percentage of their earnings is to go to the government 
-either 
directly, through gigantic taxes, or indirectly, thiough skyrocket 
ing prices. 
The big argument between Congress and the President is 
not over the defense spending, but over the non military parts 
of the budget. 
These are much larger than ever before. 
I he 
President 
insists they cannot he trimmed— has dared Congress to try. lint 
Congress cannot understand why, if the emergent v is as great 
as it is said to be, it is impossible to whittle down the non defense 
items, and thereby spare the country a big portion of the tax rise 
In this situation, two solons from Delaware have done a 
considerable service in discovering a sort of yardstick for these 
non-defense items, and reading it into the Congressional Record. 
Senator John J. Williams recently prepared a statement on 
inflation, which his colleague, in the Lower I louse. (. ongressman 
J. Caleb Boggs, placed in the Record of March 20. 
Senator Williams’ document is a study of the effect of the 
federal spending programs on inflation; both directly in the 
sense of spending and taxing; and secondarily, in the sense of 
using up a greater and greater share of the available commodities 
in the country. 
What makes his tabulations especially striking is the fact 
they show conclusively that President 
I ruinan s untouchable 
items in the non-defense end of the budget not only can be, but 
have been, much less than he recommends, without any harm 
resulting. 
Senator Williams compares the public works anti welfare 
programs of several departments during the past ten years. 
Anyone glancing at these figures is immediately impressed ^ 
A N T TO 
%vtih the point that during the last military c r i s i s , which was the 
final year of the recent war, these domestic programs were only 
a small fraction of what they had been previously, and a still 
smaller fraction of what Mr. Truman is now insisting upon. 
Whether it was a shortage of appropriations which held 
these spending programs down, or a shortage of manpower and 
materials, makes very little difference. 
The point is that in the present crisis, much of the money 
required for defense could he obtained by carving non military 
programs to the bone— and the figures of Senator Williams plus 
our proven record in the recent war establish beyond denial that 
this could be done with no real damage to our economic or social 
structure. 
For instance, the Department of Commerce, which is listed 
as spending $713,542,000 for domestic programs during the 
year of 1951, was able to get along handsomely during PM ) 
with only $88,313,000. 
The Department of Labor, 1951, $208,5 7 1,000; PM ”), 
$71,589,000. 
The Department of the Interior, 
1945, $214,3 38,000. 
The Department of State. 
1951, 
$55,340,000. 
These special domestic programs are. 
attractive to the White House because of their political angles. 
I hey are. in the main, vote-buying schemes of rewarding factions 
and individuals out of the collective national purse, with the 
objective of influencing elections. 
That objective is no real justification for them. 
I he Prest 
dent ought not lo insist on politically-motivated spending, in this 
hour of crisis; and the American people ou^ht not to tulnate it. 
even if the White House does try to insist. 
Senator Williams' figures certainly show clearly the huge 
amount of "blubber 
which could be whittled off the national 
budget, without the least harm to either bone or meat.
